Q uite certain indeed am I that we girls 
have a good time in New York. 
I don’t 
mean the society girls; I don't know much 
about them ; but I mean we girls who ex­ 
ist on our owu independent basis, who, 
w hether we live w ith our families or not, 
have earned our right to be individual en­ 
tities, so to speak. 
W e are, as well as I 
can make out, a New York product. 
There is not another place on the face of 
th e round globe where civilization takes 
so m uch account of us and makes us so 
comfortable. 
T here are precious few others where we 
are allowed to exist. Elsewhere our wings 
are clij ped and wp fcecome simply unm ar­ 
ried women, neéítíng- and struggling for j 
husbands. 
It is very curious and interesting how 
easily New York gets along w ith a prob­ 
lem th at is logically so chaotic. 
Ilere, at 
a tim e when the chaperone has been im ­ 
ported to every grade of society that 
makes any pretensions to true respecta­ 
bility; when the American girl, according 
to th e canons of fashion, is being curtailed 
of her rights to her young man and to 
courtship after her own sweet will, this 
same American girl has riseu up—a nota­ 
ble m inority of her—and gone about her 
work in the world w ith an absorption that 
has precluded her taking an account of 
w hat Mrs. G rundy had to say. 
A nd the 
fun is th at she is doing her work so well 
and making herself so desirable that Mrs. 
G rundy is glad to take her on her own 
terms. 
Of course there are some places where 
th e conventionalities are right. 
One does 
not go to a Patriarchs’ ball w ithout a 
chaperone; hut if one is in the way of an 
invitation one is usually easily in the way 
of finding a chaperone, and it is perfectly 
amazing w hat a young woman can do 
among the nicest people all by herself. 
W hatever credit is due New York as a 
place in which a woman can go around at 
night—in any well-used thoroughfare—do 
let it have, for it deserves it, I can testify. 
W hen I say “ well-used thoroughfare” I 
am confining myself to,m y own experi­ 
ence. _ 1 personally have no liking for tak­ 
ing risks, and 1 never put m yself in a 
place w here anything could happen to me, 
or where 1 could even ¡«frightened; but 
I know some young women physicians who 
go about as their duty calls them , under 
much less restricting'conditions, and tell 
th e same tale. 
One problem, however, has been solved 
- ladies’ maids are no longer a necessity 
as companions to parties, theaters and other 
public places. 
Nowadays, when an unpro­ 
tected young woman needs an escort she 
sends for a messenger boy. 
I think th at is the funniest thing in 
creation : ihe most futile concession to the 
old order of tilings. 
If the boy is little, what earthly good is 
he? 
And if he is big he m ight easily !>e 
construed as disreputable! 
Anyhow, it 
would he quite as effective and cheaper in 
the end to have a badge made bearing 
some such inscription as: “ la m respecta­ 
ble; and not only that, I am a lady and 
on my way to a literary reception. Owing 
to circumstances over whicli I have no 
control, no member of my family is at hand 
to accompany me, >o please treat me with 
consideration.” 
As a m atter of fact, of course, there is 
no need of anything. 
M y experience is 
that all the world assumes people's re­ 
respectability till they prove the contrary. 
Nevertheless, I adopted the messenger boy 
at once for social purposes. 
He is not use­ 
ful, hut in a way lie seems ornam ental; he 
is a concession to the pomps and ceremo­ 
nies in life, and it seems rather a sudden 
cutting of them short to present just one’s 
*wn self, party l ag on arm, at a friend’s 
■door on a party night. The messenger boy 
seems invented chiefly to impress the ser­ 
vant that opens the door. 
If I had a re­ 
ceipt for m aterializing him right there lie- 
fore I ring it would do every bit as well, 
for unless I have a cab (and I don’t often), 
no one would ever dream that that messen­ 
ger belonged to me. 
H e goes on ahead, 
and lags behind, and stops to exchange 
confidences with other messenger boys, and 
altogether treats me w ith contumely. 
It 
i~ plain to be seen that he despises me, 
though I don’t know wliv. 
Altogether, he t ;es me down quite un­ 
comfortably, so th at by the tim e I get to 
m y destination and ought to lie in my best 
feather, I am beginning to doubt w hether 
my hair is becoming, after all, and to lie 
m ortally sure that that wrinkle I caught 
sight of under my left shoulder blade is 
there as a permanency aud was not the re­ 
sult of twisting myself to get a rear view 
in the glass. 
These sufferings and the fact 
th at w ith the im mortal G ilpin I love a 
frugal mind, have led me to invent a great 
scheme on the messenger boy m atter. 
1 don’t take him all the way! 
I don’t have him to come to my palatial 
flat for me when the way is long and 
wearv. 
No, sir; on such occasions I brave 
the lesser dangers of the car conductors 
and the traveling public by myself, and 
then 1 go to the messenger station nearest 
my destination and get the liov there who 
is to shed luster on my advent. 
Saves 
money, you see, and cuts short the period 
during which that wretched boy can subtly 
torment you. 
He is rather a poor arrangem ent as a so­ 
cial feature, is the messenger boy. 
I wish 
they’d get up a bureau of maids, to lie let 
on sim ilar terms. 
I like cutting around 
w ith a maid. 
You mav be sure I do not 
liother myself with anybody on b u sin e ss 
occasions. 
The way women alone are treated at the 
theaters is a wonderful instance of that 
common-sense flexibility. I’ve been prais­ 
ing New Y’ork on the practical woman 
question. 
W hen I was a student in Cincinnati, be­ 
fore coming to New York, some six or 
seven years ago now, none of the reputable 
theaters would adm it two women alone at 
night to its seats. 
Everybody rememliers 
when there was a discussion of a sim ilar 
yioiut in W ashington when Miss Cleveland 
went to the theater with a party of ladies. 
O f course all that is provincial. 
T he for­ 
eign idea is far from the opinion that the 
presence of a man necessarily confers re­ 
spectability. 
On the contrary, they think 
his alisence enforces a tem porary form of 
the article, a*, any rate. But in New York 
we are unique. 
The theaters have a code 
th at fits th e case as it is here, and any re­ 
spectable young woman can go to any the­ 
ater in this town, entirely by herself, w ith­ 
out provoking any noticeable attention. 
T ne theatrical people themselves have 
done som ething to bring about this state 
o f things here. 
They, without regard to 
age or sox, are devoted to the theater, and 
w hen young women are playing at one 
house they often have a chance to run in 
for an act or two at another, and no chance 
to get a companion. 
l’or instance, in the “ Two O rphans,” 
whoever is playing .Marianne (Rose Ey- 
tinge’s original part) has nothing to do 
from the first act to the sixth ; that is 
plenty of tim e to hurry on her clothes and 
go see an act of a play somewhere else, and 
nine times out of ten that is what Mari­ 
anne does. In the plays now running here 
the easts are kept rem arkably steadily at 
work, but you may often see Miss A lice 
Fischer of’ the “ Eauntleroy” company 
flitting into the Madison Square, or Palm­ 
er’s, or the Bijou on her way to her ap­ 
pearance in the last act at the Broadway. 


I remember, on the night of Mrs. Pot­ 
ter’s first opening here, seeing a good- 
looking young women, dressed in a neat 
but not gaudy style, come in just before the 
curtain went up and walk quietly, amid 
the thronging theater parties and evening 
toilets, down to a seat in the front row ot 
the orchestra chairs. 
No one paid her 
any observable attention, and 1 am the 
only person I ever heard speak of the oc­ 
currence. 
Perhaps the taste of the young woman 
in choosing such a seat on such occasion is 
open to criticism. 
Most action is open to 
criticism from one point of view or an­ 
other in this world, but certainly the au­ 
dience, the civilization, th at takes such an 
occurrence in th at simple-mindedly cour­ 
teous spirit is most praiseworthy, and has 
gotten far in the recognition of the h u ­ 
manities. 
Perhaps the lady did well, after 
all, to choose a first night. 
I remember 
now th at I myself have noticed that I, in 
my unprotected state, seemed even more a 
matter-of-course person in first night au­ 
diences than in others. They are made up 
of the most metropolitan class in the me­ 
tropolis—critics and people about town 
who rule against the world too much to 
keep their prejudices or their ignorances. 
In this sense let me digress to say th at I 
believe New York is the most metropoli­ 
tan city in the world. London does pretty 
well, but I don’t believe there is an audi­ 
ence of carefully self-suppressed swells in 
London who would take a strange innova­ 
tion, a novel spectacle, an unheard-of piece 
of conduct w ith the easy man-of-the-world 
nonchalance th at any class of New York­ 
ers would show on any such occasion. And 
as for Paris—why, they simply have a fit 
of asphyxiated curiosity there before your 
eyes at the sight of anything that is not a 
la Parisenne. 
If I speak with feeling it is 
because it is not a year since the audience 
of the Theater Francaise fairly rose at me, 
poor little insignificant me, in a stuffy box 
clear at the back of the house, because, for­ 
sooth, I got up and stood with my back 
turned to the house during an entr’ acte. 
You think that is a lie, I know. 
I should 
not dare tell you personally, for 1 know 
you’d go away and say—you’d lie sure to if 
you were a woman—th at 1 must have been 
doing som ething th at I did not tell. 
It 
would he a base slander. 
I was behaving 
with far more propriety than I am accus­ 
tomed to. 
1 was chaperoned by a m arried 
woman, and a man was in the party. You 
can’t do more than that, can you? 
And I 
just got up and stood w ith my back to the 
house to rest my eyes a minute, and some­ 
how—I’ll never know how or why—those 
savages in the orchestra saw me, and began 
to laugh and applaud and turn the atten­ 
tion of the whole house to th at little box 
precisely as if I had been standing on my 
head on the edge. 
I warn you th at it is 
untraditional at the Theater Francaise to 
— well, I don’t know w hether it was the 
standing up or the turning round or what 
that upset them so. 
A nywhere you are in 
Paris it is not safe to do anything till you 
have seen a Frenchwoman do it before you. 
I made up my mind that New York suits 
me. 
I don’t want to vote— neither do any of 
the other bnsy, happy, professional women 
I know—but 1 do want to be allowed life, 
liberty and the pursuit of happiness as a 
hum an being, and here is the place where 
I am. 
A chapter m ight be w ritten on the 
way restaurants have modified their ways 
about women w ithin a half dozen years. 
The finest restaurants down town make 
a point now of catering to women alone, 
where it used to be an unheard-of thing to 
see a woman unaccompanied by a man. 
Various foreign table d’hotes of a good 
class will now give a lone woman a seat 
and treat her with every consideration, 
although it is an astonishingly short time 
since there was hardiv a place of the sort 
in New York where even a party of women 
were not looked upon w ith curious eyes.

There is a society of lady artists in Lon­ 
don.

A London “Salon des Refuses” will be 
opened early in Ju n e at “Olympia,” con­ 
taining pictures rejected from the Royal 
Academy. 
The Q u e e n and Princess Beatrice con­ 
tributed to the art exhibition which was 
recently given in London in aid of the 
G irls’ Friendly Society of th at city. 
Professor Angeli of V ienna has nearly 
finished full-length portraits of the G er­ 
man Emperor and Empress, w hich are in­ 
tended as presents for Queen Victoria, and 
will he hung in the private apartm ents at 
W indsor. 
There was exhibited recently in London 
a collection of twenty-five highly finished 
drawings of still life by B ertha Patmore, 
daughter of the poet of “ The Angel in the 
House.” 
They are said to be works of 
great brilliancy. 
M. Rodin has been chosen to execute the 
monument to Claude Ixirraine which is to 
be erected at Nancy. H is design represents 
the artist standing in a contem plative a tti­ 
tude, w ith his palette on his thum b. 
On 
the pedestal two swift horses bear the 
Genius of L ight, torch in hand. 
“ M. Frem iet has become dissatisfied,” 
says the London Acailemg, “ with his well- 
known and, in many respects, admirable 
equestrian statue of Joan of Arc. 
The 
Salon will contain the model of a new sta­ 
tue which lie intends to erect at his own 
expense in the place of the other in the 
Place des Pyram ides.” 
P retty Miss Eggleston, who, at the last 
monthly meeting of Sorosis, spoke in favor 
of less robing of figures in art, is only 
about 20, aud has been an art student for 
several years. 
She has great talent, and 
lias already very elcveriy illustrated seve­ 
ral of her father’s books, who is, by the 
way, Edward Eggleston, novelist and his­ 
torian. 
The Committee on Capitol F urniture 
and Grounds, have agreed to a resolution 
appropriating 
87,500 
for 
statues 
of 
Thomas Hooker and John Davenport, the 
founders of the two greater colonies of 
Connecticut, to be placed upon the pedestal 
niches on the outside of the Capitol build­ 
ing at H artford, and a commission has 
been named in the report of the committee 
to select the sculptors. 
The bill is certain 
to be passed and receive Executive ap­ 
proval. 
A movement is on foot to secure for the 
■San Francisco School of Design new quar­ 
ters. 
It could be scarcely worse located 
than at present. 
There are no outdoor ex­ 
posures, there is no proper light, the 
rooms are over a m arket and in the 
midst 
of noise and 
confusion. 
They 
are 
dark, 
dingy 
and adm irably cal­ 
culated 
to 
crush 
a rt 
aspirations 
and prevent all inspiration. 
The beauti­ 
ful and inspiring quarters of the Sacra­ 
mento School of Design in contrast with 
the poorly situated rooms of the San 
Francisco institution, are as Paradise to 
the inlernal regions. 
There are, says the Boston Advertiser, 
two life-size portraits in oil of Jam es Free­ 
man Clarke now in existence. 
One was 
painted many years ago by the late W ill­ 
iam M. H unt, and is a model of the school 
of art in whicli he worked and which he 
may be said to have founded. 
It hangs in 
its appropriate place; there was but one 
site for it in Boston, the Church of 
the 
Disciples. 
The 
second 
portrait 
is 
by a young Boston artist, Charles 
S. Parker, and it is just now completed. 
Those of the old personal friends of Mr. 
Clarke who saw it pronounced it :» wonder­ 
ful likeness, painted with rem arkable fidel­ 
ity and skill, and a splendid memorial to 
the man. 
The features of the great poet, 
preacher and reformer will, by it, be 
handed down to the rising generation as 
he was known at the m idday of his fame. 
The portrait is now owned by the Boston 
U nitarian Association, and will be hung 
in the Clianiiing H all building, in the 
company of the Pioneers of the U nitarian 
faith. 
It was the generous gift of Mr.

Rosalind May, our regular New Y’ork 
dram atic correspondent, under date of May 
20th, says: 
The pretty operetta “ Clover,” produced 
at I’almer’s Theater bv the McCaull Com­ 
pany, does not belie its name. 
Fresh and 
varied scenery attracts the eye; bright music 
pleases the ear; the comedy element in the 
hands of De Wolf Hopper is prominent, 
and as a special feature may be noted un­ 
usual excellence in the principal voices. 
Eugene Oudin, who takes the part of 
Rudolph, the hero, is a singer of estab­ 
lished reputation and wins repeated en­ 
cores by reason of a fine method and good 
tones. 
M arion Manola, the heroine, is 
conceded not only a voice beyond the usual 
operetta standard, but great taste and sen­ 
tim ent. 
Annie Myers doing well in a 
secondary and rather comic role. 
Stella, 
though graceful ami pleasing, is deficient 
in beauty when compared wit h some others 
of her cast upon the stage, while Fanny 
makes no 
pietension to the 
esthetic. 
Young and rather pretty faces appear in 
the chorus, the dresses are tasteful, and tak­ 
ing one thing w ith another “Clover” won 
an immediate success, and will prove a 
continued source of entertainm ent. I’lot of 
course goes for little in operetta. 
Of plot 
there is little, and that so thin that one 
sees through it readily. 
The hero leaves 
for a year’s adventures, armed for good 
luck with a four-leaved clover from the 
hands of his inamorata, who, attended by 
Fanny, goes after him in disguise; 
situa­ 
tions often laughable and generally inter­ 
esting ensue, and finally all goes well. 
Cassimir (De W olf H opper), Rudolph’s at­ 
tendant, being restored to Fanny. 
“ The Brigand,” at the Casino, presents 
some elements of quite different character. 
The music is attractive, but the manage­ 
ment seems to rely still more on superb 
scenery and handsome women. 
Two such 
beauties as L illian Russell and Isabelle 
U rquhart cannot easily be found, every aid 
of costume being brought into requisition. 
Both act acceptably, while Fanny Rice 
displays a dash that causes regret that her 
voice is not better. 
H ere, indeed, is the 
weak point in the performance, since Miss 
Russell’s tones are altogether common­ 
place and Miss U rqnhart’s only respect­ 
able. 
But exquisite taste and lavish ex- 
jiemliture in scenery, female loveliness, 
good music and comedy by Fred Solomon 
will carry “ The B rigands” easily through 
the summer. 
Sour criticisms on the morning after the 
production of “ The Oolah,” at the Broad­ 
way Theater, affected somewhat the sale of 
seats on the second night, since, although 
the boxes and most of the seats were filled 
by a fashionable audience, some vacancies 
at the rear bespoke doubt in the public 
mind. 
It is safe to say, however, that the 
critics and the audience were quite at va­ 
riance, 
since 
manifestations 
of 
ap­ 
proval 
and amusement were unm istak­ 
able. 
The 
plot 
is 
not 
so 
thin 
th at one sees directly through i t ; the 
scenes are Persian, and the story founded 
on the laxity of the m arriage law, since 
the Oolah is a person who nominally m ar­ 
ries a number of women, each for twenty- 
four hours, that they may legally m arry 
the men of their choice. 
The faces in the 
chorus are young and p re tty ; the dresses 
carefully made and tasteful; the names of 
M arie Jansen and Laura Moore give im­ 
mediate indication of beauty and artistic 
singing, while no handsomer Prince, nor 
one more richly attired could be found 
than H ubert W ilke, who sings especially 
well in a solo, where, w ith Laura Moore 
asleep, an extremely effective tableau is 
presented from w ithin a thin wire screen. 
F rank W ilson (the Oolah) takes, of course, 
the comic part upon himself, and is not of­ 
fensively prominent. 
H e wins hearty re­ 
calls in a solo, his piece de resistance, but 
throughout succeeds in amusing his audi­ 
ence. 
In w riting of operetta, terms of commen­ 
dation are, of course, however, but relative. 
Viewed iu a highly artistic sense, all come 
short of the standard, blit much is, never­ 
theless, to be said in their favor. 
They 
furnish scope for an order of talent which, 
though below the best, is far from inferior, 
and, in giving amusement to tired brains, 
they are so much mind cure. As stepping- 
stones, also, they may serve to develop 
genius which, in its incipiencv, m ight be 
crushed, and, where horse play is not car­ 
ried too far they are commendable, and pos­ 
sible pillars of art.

The Charleston Ain.-; and Courier trusts 
that the old Union soldiers in Charleston 
will succeed in their endeavors to organize 
a p -t of the Grand Army of the Repub­ 
lic in that city.

T h e Legislature of Massachusetts has 
enacted n law against the barbarous prac­ 
tice of docking the tails of horses. 
It is 
shameful that at this late day such a law 
should be needed in Massachusetts or any­ 
where else. 
Aside from the practice of 
"docking” being a silly and apish imita­ 
tion of an English fad, it is absolutely 
-cruel and tramples upon the humane sensi­ 
bilities. 
It is mutilation and not less so 
-than if the ears of the horse were chopped 
off, or one of its eyes gouged out. .So far 
from improving the a|>i>earance of the an­ 
imal, or giving greater effect to its car­ 
riage, it really detracts from the fine pro­ 
portions of the beast, and tends to give it 
an unnatural and awkward bearing. 
The 
custom is off of a piece with such as pre­ 
vail among several aboriginal trilies that 
compress the faces and flatten the s k u I I s of 
some of their children. 
Nature was not a 
prentice hand when she provided horses, 
catlle and dogs with tails. She knew bet­ 
ter than men that they were needful, and 
whether we adopt the do'-trine of adapta­ 
tion or not, the truth remains. The "dock­ 


ing” process requires that the largest por­ 
tion of the tail shall be amputated. Then 
follows the “pricking” process. The mutil­ 
ated member, such as remains, is tied up so 
as to keep it in an almost perpendicular po­ 
sition, and is held there by cords that lead 
over pulleys and are kept taut by heavy 
weights. While in this position the un­ 
derside of the tail is “pricked,” that is, the 
soft aud most tender part of the tail—that 
close to the body—is stablied by lancets 
deeply. These wounds are kept sore for 
some time, and as long as the tail is tied 
up, in order that when they heal they will 
heal openly, leaving calloused scars, to 
prevent the tail from thereafter dropping 
to a natural position. As one writer has 
put it, “the aim is to make the horse carry 
his tail as does the rooster,” and this is 
with the mistaken idea that there is some­ 
thing “stylish” about it. The practice is 
a positive injury to the horse, because it is 
deprived by it of a weapon of defense and 
an organ of sensation. It therefore inflicts 
suffering upon the animal and consequently 
reduces its capacity to serve man. It Is 
wanton cruelty and silly copying after En­ 
glish fox-hunting blue bloods. That it is 
very little practiced in California is cred­ 
itable to our horsemen. 
« 


A C a t h o l i c clergyman of San Fran­ 
cisco has taken the young men and women 
of his congregation to task sharply for 
reading the sensuous literature of the day. 
He tells them that in his parochial viaits 
he has noticed upon their tables the works 
of Zola, Arnelie Rives Chanler and other 
books generally admitted to be impure 
in character and to present false and de­ 
moralizing ideas of life. 
In response to 
his inquiries as to why these novels were 
read, when there is such a wealth of clean 
and helpful fiction to lie had, the priest 
received the reply uniformly that they 
had been procured because the books were 
“famous,” and the readers desired to he 
familiar with all the “famous” literature 
of the day. 
It was a weak and unsatis­ 
factory response in his estimation. The 
anger of this clergyman is justified. There 
can be conjured up 
110 more pernicious 
influence for the corruption of minds than 
the literature of the order to which he re­ 
fers. It is more vicious because presented 
in a more alluring garb than the class of 
works the law condemns and makes it 
criminal to sell or possess. The latter will 
shock and nauseate a mind at all sensitive. 
The former insidiously and by suggestion 
instill a deadly venom. But preaching 
against the vicious literature ol the day 
will do little good unless there is sup­ 
plemental work 
in 
the 
same direc­ 
tion 
by 
the 
parents and guardians 
of youth. They must so instruct those 
committed to their charge that 
such 
literature as is referred to will be abhorrent 
to tbeirtastes, revolting, and as much of­ 
fensive to their literary stomachs as would 
be a nauseous dose to their physical. To 
say that this is not possible is to deny that 
love for the clean, beautiful and inspiring 
cannot he cultivated, or that cleanliness 
of the body cannot lie made the habit of 
life. Had we our “ way,” there should be 
such regulative features in the laws as 
would exclude from public or other sale, 
a very much larger class of sensual works 
than are now condemned by the statutes 
of the several States of the Union. 
We 
cannot understand the sensitiveness of the 
law-maker that revolts at Paul de Kock’s 
works—far less offensive and demoralizing 
than the libidinous creations of the A th­ 
ertons and Riveses—and finds nothing to 
condemn in the vile display of crime- 
records, police gazettes and other pictorial 
abominations that are flaunted in the faces 
of all who walk the streets, and which, 
with their indecent pictures, lewd designs, 
and 
horrible caricatures upon pictorial 
art, are potential agencies for the corrup­ 
tion of the tastes of youth, and so famil­ 
iarize them with the base side of life, that 
their sensibilities become deadened and 
their abhorrence of the vulgar, gross and 
brutal is converted into a morbid taste for 
such food. 


A t Tahlequah, Indian Territory, re­ 
cently, the Cherokees celebrated the com­ 
pletion and opening of their new Female 
Seminary. 
The structure cost £200,000, 
and is complete in all modern appliances 
and comforts. Connected with it is a 
handsome chapel and a costly system of 
water works. The dedicatory celebration 
was a very imposing affair. The proces­ 
sion formed was more than an hour i.i 
passing a given point, though it moved at 
a good pace. There were Lodges of con- 
fraternal societies, schools, music associa­ 
tions, bands, trade displays, military and 
citizens of the Territory in large number, 
with floats, decorated cars, etc. 
Yet it is 
within the century that the Cherokee 
Nation was a barbarous one and its people 
comjiosed one of trie largest of the no­ 
madic tribes of the continent. Now they 
testify by their schools, towns, Courts, 
Legislatures, churches, academies, news­ 
papers and other evidences of refinement, 
what the potency of civilization is. Com­ 
pare the celebration so briefly referred to 
with the turbulent scenes of a few days 
days ago on the opening of Oklahoma, and 
the Indian stands out iu strong and flatter­ 
ing contrast to some of the methods of the 
race from which lie acquired the knowl­ 
edge of the arts of peace.

THRILLING 
DESCRIPTION OF A 


NIGHT OF HORROR. 


The Cruelty o f W ar—T ouching Story 
o f the D evotion o f Com­ 
rades. 


[Written for the Sunday-Union. | 
It was evening in the Sierras; the day’s 
toil was over and the toilers, gathered in the 
solitary mountain hamlet, were discussing 
the news of the day. The storekeeper had 
just finished the reading of a telegraphic 
item concerning the death of “an aged 
A irginian” who had boastingly confessed 
the murder of twelve Union citizens dur­ 
ing the war of secession. The reader 
doubted the truth of the item and was 
proceeding to state the grounds of his 
doubting when he was interrupted by a 
man known in the mountains as “ Mary­ 
land”—who said, in a grave and senten­ 
tious manner: “ Gentlemen, I have reason 
to believe that rebeldom contained just 
such chaps; and if pleasing to the com­ 
pany I will relate the experience that con­ 
firms me in my belief and upon which I 
have pondered for many anu many a year.” 
Upon being urged to proceed, “ Maryland” 
continued: 
“ Early in the fall of 1S62 I was with 
the Army of the Potomac, a member of 
Regiment, Maryland Volunteers. 
McClellan had been relieved and Pope was 
in command. 
Your are all more or less 
conversant with the second battle of Bull’s 
Run, a memorable aud a disastrous fight 
for us; for from the close of that fight dates 
the first wholesale disintegration of the 
army < f Virginia. 
“Popes’ ‘Forty Days in the Shenandoah’ 
—a Quixotic spurt at best—had ended 
sadly; his famous retreat, commenced at 
midnight beyond Culpepper, became a 
route, and broken in every joint, the nob­ 
lest and best-appointed army that ever 
stood 011 the American continent hurried 
pell-mell toward Maryland, My Maryland. 
It was the final phase of an ill-starred 
movement, and confusion, complete and 
confounded, came about in the following 
manner: 
“In the dead of a densely dark night 
the army came upon a stream of consider­ 
able width; a turgid and shallow stream, 
inclosed between abrupt and'muddy banks. 
This harrier necessitated a halt all along 
the line, which was more than twenty 
miles in length, and resulted in a chaotic 
scattering such as never again occurred, 
and from which the Army of Virginia only 
recovered when touched by the genius of 
General George B. McClellan. 
“The advance of the hurrying army 
plunged into the stream and soon the road 
fordage was choked by a struggling mass 
of humanity, interspersed with gun carri­ 
ages, cassions, baggage wagons, and ambu­ 
lances—a fact not understood by those in 
the rear, and which bred such a fever of 
impatience that, eager to move on, com­ 
pany after company deployed to the right 
and left, each seeking fordage on its own 
account; and, presently, the river swarmed 
with men above and below the regular 
ford. 
“As I have already said, the night was 
densely dark, and as the deploying com­ 
panies reached the river brink the Cap­ 
tains crept cautiously over the slimy bank, 
and standing hip-deep in the water each 
steadied his men down one by one, dis­ 
missing them with the admonition: ‘ Move 
on ! Move on ! ’ 
“ It required fully five minutes to land 
each soldier in the water; hence, the 
men reached the opposite bank each five 
minutes in advance of his comrade. This 
placed the first man of the first file of fours 
twenty minutes ahead of the first man of 
the next following file. 
“So it cante to pass that when the sev­ 
eral companies were wholly over the 
stream, their members were scattered in 
cimerian gloom aud hopelessly lost to each 
other. 
“As for me, once over, I found myself 
stumbling among fallen logs and tangled 
in vines and briars. I.ed by sense of hear­ 
ing, however, I climbed and clawed and 
drifted nearer and nearer to the suppressed 
roar that marked for the ear that which 
was invincible to the eye—the road-and 
I soon joined the swelling throng. 
“ When day illumined the scene I found 
that—so far as the membership of my com­ 
pany or regiment was concerned* I was 
alone, I knew not a man about me. All 
seemed in a like condition, yet all crowded 
and boomed along in a spirit of reckless­ 
ness that bred a sort of tacit fellowship. 
Great numbers had thrown away their 
muskets, many were hatless, some without 
shoes, and nearly all had cast their knap­ 
sacks by the wayside. 
“ The following night was spent by me 
in the woods to the right of the Warren- 
ton Junction road. 
I slept far into the 
morning and, upon waking, found myself 
confronted by an aged negro, who informed 
me that Stonewall Jackson had ‘erost th’ 
kreek’ and that the ‘ Re!>s was strung ’long’ 
the Warrenton road. 
Hence 1 was within 
the enemy’s lines. 
A piece of information 
that disturbed me more than a little and 
that was anything but consoling to my 
empty stomach. 
“The old man seemed ti take a livelv 
interest in me. 
He wa- prolific of advice 
and wound up by giving me minute in­ 
structions as to the best manner of avoid­ 
ing the tebs and reaching the Potomac. 
Following the instructions thus received 
1 crossed the Fredericksburg turnpike not 
far from Bealton station and struck into 
the marshes, fields, liiils and woods to the 
east. 
“While hurrying through a cornfield I 
parsed within easy sight of Stafford Court 
I louse, a la nd-mark which the old negro 
had particularly instructed me to note and 
from which I was to take new and final 
bearings. 
U)>on drawing to the end of the 
field I saw, glinting through the corn 
stalks, the out-lines] of a cosy farm-house 
and paused to debate the propriety of ap­ 
plying for something to eat. 
Thirty 
hours having passed since the disappear­ 
ance of my last ‘hard tack,' stomach got 
the best of strategy—hunger was stronger 
than fear—and I struck the farm house. 
“The place was known as the ‘Callahan 
plantation,’ and I shall ever bear its pro­ 
prietor and good wife in grateful remem­ 
brance. 
They questioned me eagerlv 
concerning matters at the front, and I 
could readily see that thev were hugely 
pleased at my tale of Federal disaster. 
Planter Callahan was a rebel, but lie was 
a true man. 
He bad five sons in the Con­ 
federate army, and yet he fed me. Ave. 
and noting that I was hatless and covered 
only bv a ragged shirt, he gave me a little 
old linen coat and a straw hat and vol­ 
untarily outlined my way to the Potomac, 
which I reached about sundown of that 
day. 
“Reaching what I supposed to he the 
river’s margin, I found a man in the act of 
tying tip a skiff, and hade him good morn­ 
ing. 
My salutation was received in silence, 
but ceasing Ids work the man shot at me a 
furtive glance of speculative inquiry. 
I spoke, saying I wanted to beset across the 
river, whereupon the fellow barked o u t: 
“ ‘Yank?’ 
“I nodded in assent. 
“The boatman asked my name, age, reg­ 
iment, and when informed that I was 20 
years of age he muttered something behind 
his teeth, of which 1 detected the words: 
“ ‘Young—humph, young!’ 
“Suddenly he snapped out: ‘W here d'ye 
war.t ter go?’ 
“ ‘Maryland,’ I replied. 
“He paused as though in meditation, 
and then slowly drawled: 
‘■‘I’ve sot fellers ’cross fur pav—keu vou 
pay ?’ 
“In answer I untied an old towel which 
I carried about my waist, and in which I 
had wrapped £26 
in greenbacks, my 
mother's prayer-book, letters from home, a 
|ienknifc and a piece of tobacco—the 
precious things preserved when my knap­ 
sack went by the board. 
1 handed over 
the money, which the man counted slowly 
and stowed carefully away. 
He then 
asked for my penknife and tobacco, which 
1 turned over, and rolling tip my chiefest 
treasures—the prayer-book and letters—I 
replaced the towel about my waist. W hile 
thus engaged the boatman caught sight of 


a liorn-handlea. cross-hilted sheathknife 
run through a slit in my ragged trousers 
and hanging to the rear of my right hip. 
He demanded the knife, and I refused to 
surrender it. 
Eyeing me a moment the 
man entered the’skiff; took his place at the 
row-locks and pulled from the shore, while 
I sat facing him in the stern. 
“The boatman was evil in looks and sin­ 
ister in manner; nor was he to be despised, 
muscularly considered. The man must 
have been over 40 years of age, shorter 
than I, but heavier. 'The fellow's counte­ 
nance was singularly magnetic and yet re- 
pellant. 
It was fixed as a harrow and as 
cold and grim. One could read in every 
liueament cowardice and will, coolness anil 
passion, patience and cuuning, wariness 
and cruelty. His face was fleshless, broad 
across the cheek bones, of a dirty, clav- 
brown color, and half hid in an ill-grown 
mass of mud-clored hair and beard, while 
two small, grev-blue, close-set, uneasy 
eyes glittered from beneath a pair of crag­ 
like brows. The eyes, above all else, riv- 
ited my attention, they seemed at once 
searching for all things and avoiding 
everything. 
“The longer I remained in the boat the 
more restless I grew, and as my grim vis­ 
a-vis pulled with a steady and "unflagging 
stoke his snaky eyes woufd ever and anon 
dart their cold glitter upon me with what 
I now know to have been a gloating gleam 
of gratification. 
Night closed down upon 
us while still upon the water, and dav was 
wholly dead when the skiff's keel g’rated 
upon the gravel of the welcome shore— 
Maryland, My Maryland. 
“Silently I bounded from the boat and 
stood upon the ground, and silently the 
ill-favored ferryman pulled to the right­ 
about and was soon lost in the gathered 
gloom. 
When I could no longer "hear the 
dip and splash of the receding oars I 
turned with a sigh of relief and entered 
the wood behind me. 
Feeling my wav- 
through the underbrush I found a clear 
spot, where I knelt and prayed in fervent 
sincerity, and where I slept soundly, not­ 
withstanding the cold of an early autumn 
night, against which I could only inter­ 
pose good Planter Callahan’s little old 
linen coat and straw hat. 
“Up by daybreak and peering about I 
saw that 1 was 011 a wooded knoll, aud 
that below me was a marsh in which here 
and there limpid pools of water gleamed 
and sparkled. 
W hile descending for the 
purpose of bathing my face, 1 caught sight 
of a couple of men skulking in the hushes 
to the right of the marsh. 
I called to 
them, and after some show of hesitation 
they came forward. 
“From those men I learned the astound­ 
ing fact that I was not in Maryland—that 
I was still iu Virginia, between Indian 
Head aud Dumfries, aud on a little island 
that blocks the mouth of < lecoquan creek. 
“It was plain that when I met the man 
with the skiff I had reached the inland 
extremity of Oecoquan creek, and not the 
river’s margin as I liad supposed, and as 
the boatman had permitted me to believe. 
“My new 
found 
acquaintances had 
reached the island in the same manner as 
myself and through the instrumentality of 
the same person, to whom they had been 
directed as one who would set them across 
to the Maryland shore, and whose name 
they assured me was Lewis. 
“T he men—or. rather, boys, for they were 
both very young—had already spent two 
nights and a day on the island and were 
famished with hunger. They proved to 
be members of the Eleventh Regulars, 
Saxe’s brigade, natives of the State of 
Massachusetts, and were named respect­ 
ively Knapp and Ross. 
Knapp might 
have been 20 years of age, but Ross—a 
singularly delicate and gentle youth— 
must have been 
three or four years 
younger. As for me, I was, as I hail in­ 
formed the boatman, 20 years of age. 
“ I t was difficult for me to realize the 
situation. Hurrying to the river side of 
the island, 1 surveyed the rough bosom of 
the I’otomac (over four miles in width at 
that point), and saw at a glance the utter 
impossibility of reaching the Maryland 
shore. None of us could swim, aud, if we 
could, the temperature and distance, as 
well as the river’s roughness and current, 
would have daunted the courage of Cap­ 
tain Webb or the science of Paul Boy- 
ton. 
The same difficulties stared us in 
the face on the Virginia side. It was evi­ 
dent that we had been placed on the island 
to remain, and the horrible suspicion crept 
into my mind that we had been placed 
there for the purpose of being starved to 
death' 
“ In company witli my unfortunate com­ 
panions, 1 spent day after day roaming 
around in the vain hope of finding some­ 
thing edible. 
Thinking to find insects, 
toads or frogs in the marsh, we conned it 
over and over, but to no purpose. 
We 
searched for berries, barks, roots, with a 
like result. 
We dug up the ground in 
search of worms; we sought for bugs, 
moths and grubs iu the crevices of rocks 
and beneath them, and for the same pur­ 
pose we peeled the bark front the pitch- 
pine trees, but all to no purpose. The 
island contained nothing that lived, save 
the pitch-pine trees, with here and there a 
dry, thorny underbrush, and we three 
mortals doomed to a slow and tortuous 
death—the death of starvation. 
Thus 
occupied, four days crept slowly by, and 
four days for me were live days for my 
companions. 
“ On the morning of my fifth day, 
Knapp found the chamber or pit of a 
sunken battery. 
It had originally been 
walled up with logs, and the logs lay 
topsy-turvy in the half-filled pit. 
In that 
pit I saw a gleam of hope and a promise 
of deliverance. 
“ I told Knapp that we must build a 
raft, and sent him after Ross, while I 
applied myself to getting out logs. Knapp 
remained away so long that I became 
uneasy, and looking him up, found him 
seated on the ground beside Ross, who 
was stretched out llat upon his back. 
They were both dazed and nerveless, anil 
it was with the greatest difficulty that I 
succeeded in moving them to the work 
in hand. The work would have been 
mere amusement for three men in good, 
or fair condition, hut to us, weak and 
famished xs we were, it was slow and 
toilsome—more especially as the growing 
helplessness and stupor of Ross increased 
the burden for Knapp and I. 
The pit be­ 
ing more than half-filled we had but a 
few feet to raise the logs, and as each 
was raised we would roll it over the 
brow of the bluff and let it fall to the 
strand below. 
We unearthed the rem­ 
nants of a cracker-box and some twenty 
feet of strong cotton rope, such as is used 
for lashing gun-carriages—things which 
we found eminently useful—one in lash­ 
ing the logs together and the other to 
serve xs paddles. 
“ On the seventh night—my seventh 
night, the raft was completed. 
It was a 
daisy—that raft. Simply a lot of pitch- 
pine logs laid side by side and lashed to 
each other in the center. The logs could 
not roll, thanks to our cotton rope, but 
the opposing ends of each log were as 
free and frolicsome as it is possible for 
log ends to be. 
A fact that made our 
footing a matter of never-ending watch­ 
fulness and effort, and that compelled us 
to huddle iu the center of onr unman­ 
ageable craft. 
“ Some two hours after dark we were 
ready to embark. The excitement of the 
occasion gave me strength and energy, and 
had a marked effect upon the drooping 
spirits and failing forces of Ivnapp; but 
Ross still continued iu his dazed and list­ 
less sttqior. 
“ When fully ready, we pushed our un­ 
wieldy float clear of the shore and were 
dismayed to find that it would not, or could 
not, sustain itself above the surface of the 
water, hut that it sank to the very level of 
the river, and d¡sap¡>enred beneath it at 
the merest touch. It was pitch-pine, and 
heavy and sudden. 
“ In fear and trembling,cold and hungry, 
we pushed out into the river. 
At every 
step and motion our sluggish leviathan 
would recede beneath us. At all times 
submerged to the knees, we were constantly 
racked by the fear that it was about to 
sink altogether. 
Experience proved, how­ 
ever, that the submarine tendency of our 
raft was but its natural measure of buoy­ 
ancy. 
“ Hour after hour passed. We paddled 
and paddled, and the sharp corners of the 
thin cracker-box boards cut into our hands 
and they commenced to bleed. Ross soon 
gave out, his paddle was swept from his 
nerveless grasp, and Knapp aud I worked 
with redoubled energy—the energy of 
desperation—but whether for good or ill 
we knew not. Wrapped, in impenetrable 


darkness, we knew not in what direction 
we were going—or, for that matter, whether 
we were going at all- 
The river was 
rough, very rough ; and like liquid tongues 
of malice, wave after wave leaped up to 
drag us down and drench and chill. 
“Ross, unable to do anything, stood 
crouched in the middle of the raft, while 
Knapp and I plied our board paddles at 
either side. A sudden crashing together 
of opposing waves lifted us or sunk our 
float, and we were all at sea. The raft 
righted itself in a moment, and I regained 
my footing close to the side log, where I 
found Knapp struggling to sustain himself 
and endeavoring to draw his companion 
from the river. 
I came to his assistance, 
and again we placed Ross in the center, 
lie was unable to speak and limp xs a rag, 
and to prevent him from sinking down in 
the water, that at all times covered our 
sodden logs, Knapp was compiled to stand 
by and hold him up. Just then a voice 
came out of the darkness, and sharp and 
abrupt came the challenge: 
" ‘Who goes there?’ 
“I did not answer, neither did Knapp. 
“Again and again came the challenge, 
but 110 answer was returned. 
"Knowing that the rebs were in posses­ 
sion of the river at that time and place, I 
supposed the challenge to have come from 
a Confederate picket boat. It was wholly 
impossible to see us, therefore whoever 
challenged must have done so hv reason ot 
having heard our voices, or, possibly, the 
splxsh of my paddle. 
“We heard the challenge 110 more—but 
my paddle was gone. Startled and amazed 
by the unexpected voice, I had dropped it 
in the river, and Knapp’s having been lost 
iu saving his friend, we were left with 
nothing to aid our flight or direct our 
course. 
“Presently Knapp shouted to me that he 
thought his companion was dead—and sure 
enough, the spirit of Ross had departed ; 
starvation had done its work, and the first 
measure of the Virginian’s terrible plan 
was full and complete. 
Worn almost to 
the door of death, Knapp could bear up 
his comrade no longer; yet he clung to the 
dead form with a tenacity dumb, strange 
and unaccountable. I argued and expostu­ 
lated, but received no answer. Like a mute 
insane, Knapp clung to the cold corpse of 
his comrade, while his weakness yielded to 
its weight, and every surge and wave 
dragged the living aud the dead nearer 
and nearer to the verge of the raft. 
A 
sudden lurch wrenched the body from the 
failing grasp of its custodian, and all that 
was mortal of Ross floated away on the 
waters of the Potomac. 
“ This event seemed to take the lxst 
grain of grit out of Knapp; his very soul 
seemed crushed; and, to tell the truth, 
though much stronger physically, 1 wxs 
hut little better mentally. We never again 
exchanged a word, but in dumb despair 
shivered all night long in the cold and 
gloom. 
“ All night long we drifted—drifted— 
drifted—drifted, in the darkness. W ithout 
oar or paddle, and wholly at the mercy of 
tide and current, the thought flashed upon 
me that perhaps we had escaped the rebels, 
and the slow torture of starvation to which 
the diabolism of Lewis, the Virginian, 
had doomed us, only to be swept out to 
sea. 
Standing to the knees in the chill, 
pitiless water, from time to time, drenched 
throughout by the splash and spray of the 
waves, silently we cowered ¡11 our misery, 
weak—cold—famished — spiritless. God ! 
It was terrible. 
“An eternity of darkness seemed to have 
enveloped us, and I began to imagine that 
night would never wear away. It did 
wear away, however, and the first faint 
gleam of light thrilled me with joy never 
experienced since or before—a joy, I have 
often thought, something like unto that to 
be experienced by the dead when they 
emerge from the gloom of the grave, anil 
first behold the dawn of eternal dav. 
“ I shouted to Knapp, but he simply 
stared in silence. 
I drew closer to the 
than and found him crouched down like 
one who would sit upon his heel—crouched 
so low that only the shoulders and head 
were above the waters that covered our 
raft. 
Bending in the growing light and 
peering in his face, I saw with horror the 
awful change that had taken place. His 
hair—which, when I last saw it, was black 
as my own, was now white as driven snow. 
His features were blanched and shrunken 
like those of an octogenarian, and his eyes 
glared ' 11)1011 me with a soft, beseeching 
stare, fixed and expressionless as that of a 
dying beast. I was frightened. I was 
young. 
A cold wave of superstitious 
terror thrilled my frame. 
I shook him bv 
the shoulder—the youth so suddenly and 
terribly transformed—1 spoke to him in 
accents in which fright ani kindness were 
strangely mixed, hut received 110 answer. 
“.Suddenly thejraft struck—remained mo­ 
tionless a moment—swung slowly around 
aud was still. 
Peering through the failing 
fog which 
had 
prevailed, and which 
God's glorious sunlight was rapidly im ­ 
pelling, I was soon enabled to see that We 
were close to the strand ; in a few moments 
1 coulil discern the river bluff'and, a short 
distance beyond, a farm house. 
“I waded ashore expecting Knapp to 
follow, but he remained crouched and 
motionless upon the raft. 
Retracing my 
steps 1 half forced and half supported him 
to the land, where, again crouching upon 
his heels, he fastened upon me the same 
vague, animal-like stare that frightened 
me before. 
“The strange spectacle had been seen at 
the farm house; several negroes hurried 
down, and after a 
brief 
explanation 
Knapp was carried and 1 supported up the 
bluff to the farmyard and laid at the foot 
of a straw stack. 
The place to which our 
raft had drifted is called—if I mistake not 
—Posey's Point, situated above Port To­ 
bacco, many miles below the island from 
which wo started, and Mr. Posey was the 
owner of the plantation. 
“From the moment of 
landing my 
strength rapidly failed, and when the 
planter appeared it wxs with difficulty 
that I could make the explanation re­ 
quired. 
But the whole story was finally 
and frankly told. Posey was a harsh man, 
one of the old Southern school, a conscien­ 
tious Confederate and a hater of Yankees; 
but when informed that I had been seven 
nights and six days, and my companion 
eight nights and seven days without food, 
he was visibly affected, and left us abruptly 
and without a word. 
In a few moments a 
darky appeared with a bowl of thin warm 
corn gruel, of which Knapp and I received 
a tablespoohful each. 
Knapp partook of 
the nourishment mechanically and in si­ 
lence. 
I, however, begged and argued for 
more, but without avail. The negro shook 
his head and disappeared. In half an hour 
we were again supplied with a tablespoon­ 
ful of gruel. This regime was kept up, 
our corn gruel ration being gradually in­ 
creased until about the middle of the af­ 
ternoon, when it assumed a degree of cau­ 
tious liberality. 
“We saw no more of Planter Posey. 
From the negroes we learned that we 
were very unwelcome waifs—that the 
rebs were on both sides of the river— 
and that some New York “ Yanks” were 
camped close at Ellicott’s Mills, a place 
but a few miles distant. All of which 
determined me to make a supreme effort 
to reach the mills. 
I imparted my reso­ 
lution to Knapp and received the same 
dull stare 111 answer. 
“ At the time of which I speak there 
were no public roads in southern Mary­ 
land. Roads were private property, run­ 
ning from plantation to plantation. So 
about 5 o’clock in the evening we took 
-Planter Posey's road to Ellicott's Mills. 
, 
“The rest and gruel had gone far toward 
restoring my strength, and, though still 
silent, Knapp, I fancied, had greatly im­ 
proved. 
Having left the ruins of our 
army hrogans on the island, we were bare­ 
footed and the road being rough and 
stonev, our journeying wxs necessarily 
slow and painful. 
We had scarcely fin­ 
ished the first mile when Knapp began 
to droop, and when in the middle of an 
old cornfield, through which the road 
passed, he was taken with violent stom­ 
ach pains and commenced to vomit. 
“ Poor Knapp! 
I led him to a stack of 
old corn-stalks and supported him against 
them. The vomiting continued, when, 
with a spasmodic effort, he suddenly 
straightened, threw up his arms, and giv­ 
ing me a look that is before nte still, a 
great volume of blood poured from his 
mouth. He reeled, quivered, fell. 
He 
was dead—died without a word. He had 
not uttered a syllable since the death of 
his comrade Ross. 1 saw before me the 
fruit of the boatman’s plan of starvation— 


a plan that lacked completion alone in 
me. 
“W hile straightening the bodv of Knapp 
preparatory to covering it with withered 
corn-stalks—with which the field abounded 
—I found a package fastened to the inner 
surface of his shirt on the left breast. 
Upon examining the package it proved to 
contain a number of letters and the am- 
brotype of a young lady. 
“Something in "the 'picture challenged 
my attention. 
Standing erect, I held it 
before me in the fading light, and imme­ 
diately recognized a striking resemblance 
to the boy who died upon the raft, and 
whose body floated away on the bosom of 
the river. 
"Gentle, patient, uncomplaining Ross! 
His sister, i>erhaps, I thought. 
I was 
about to replace the package when the 
sweet sad eyes—the yearning eves of Ross, 
yearning from the picture, caught mv at­ 
tention aud compelled mv gaze. Suddenlv, 
flashing upon the tablets* of memorv, 1 be­ 
held the form and features of the perished 
hoy. 
I saw his tiny feet, his soft small 
hands, his deep-blue dreamy eves, his 
plump, full mouth, small and inexpressibly 
sweet, and his delicate and slender frame. 
I saw the mute clinging of the pair, one to 
the other; the boundless but unspoken in­ 
fluence of the younger over the older. 
I 
heard again the low sweet voice and saw 
the certain physical weakness'coupled with 
a certain reserve and modesty, noticeable 
from the first. All those things flashing 
u)K)n me awakened in my mind a strange 
suspicion, and 1 sat down and read the 
letters. 
“ W hat those letters contained shall 
never be divulged; but I may say that my 
suspicion was confirmed — Ross was a 
woman ! 
“ Tenderly and in tears I covered the 
form of Knapp, and, as twilight shadows 
closed about me, pushed on to Ellicott’s 
Mills, where I arrived in less than an 
hour. 
I found the tioops packing their 
knapsacks and was informed by them that 
both armies were on the Maryland side of 
the Potomac, and that McClellan was 
again in command. 
Ascertaining the 
whereabouts of my regiment, I joined it on 
the following day, to find all hands making 
reading for the morrow—the day that 
commenced the drama known to history 
as the battle of Antietani, the upshot of 
which gave birth to events that drove the 
rebels forever from Maryland, mv Mary­ 
land.”

A tte n d a n c e a t C h u rc h e s—News in 
lie g s r d to A ll D enom ­ 
in atio n s. 


There comes periodically from the clergy 
of every city the complaint of absenteeism 
on the part of members of their congrega­ 
tions, and of the very limited success which 
attends their every earnest and most con­ 
scientious efforts to reach the non-church- 
going population—the transient visitors 
who are at the hotels, and that great and 
usually self-respecting middle class which 
is above the reach of the city missionary, 
and fur some reason does not come within 
the influence of the organized church. 
The former trouble, that of non-attend­ 
ance by those who are members of any 
church congregation, can usually be ac­ 
counted for by some cause existing within the 
church, and can only lie met by local reme­ 
dies honestly and fearlessly applied; the 
hitter presents a far more serious problem, 
and one which, could it be solved, would 
soon not only dis¡>ose of the empty pews, 
but would call for the building of more 
churches and the work of more elergvuien 
in every field. 
It is one presenting, too, 
the greast difficulties. 
These men and 
women lead useful lives in every field of 
labor; are thoroughly respectable"and self- 
respecting; many of them have comfort­ 
able homes, and are bringing up families 
to respect written laws and unwritten 
morality: are educating them well, and 
are giving them every opportunity to 
attain a symmetrical maturity, except 
such as comes with religious teaching 
and the association with pe >ple whose re­ 
ligion is an every-day, unostentatious, and 
sincere influence over their own acts and, 
indirectly, over those about them. The 
social influence is quite as important as 
the pulpit work of the church, yet there 
are hundreds of comfortable and reputable 
homes where no religious observance, 
reading or, so far as any one can know, 110 
religious thought plays any part—humes 
from which no person ever goes church­ 
ward. and where the Bible, which is 
doubtless “somewhere in the house,” would 
be difficult to find. Americans are very 
jealous of their own independence and of 
their right to maintain the privacy of their 
own circles. 
House to house visitation 
must be done with the greatest tact, in 
order not to offend by the impertinence of 
zeal, by the slightest hint of condescension, 
or by any suggestion of missionary work. 
Such personal work as the acknowledged 
differences of rank render practicable in 
England would excite antagonism and 
would be worse than useless here. 
It 
seems to a layman that the worst obstacle 
in the way of extension of the usefulness 
of the thoroughly sincere and intelligent 
clergyman, is that the members of the con­ 
gregation expect him to do all or nearly 
all the work, whereas the men and women 
ot the flock have in their own hands asocial 
influence more powerful in bringing non­ 
churchgoers inside the door of the sanctu­ 
ary than any one man, certainly than any 
one clergyman. Once within the sound of 
his voice, it is for the clergyman to do 
his utmost to see his words are such as to 
bring them a second and a third time, if 
possible adding them to those of the house­ 
hold. lie must not tire them with too 
much profound theology, or disgust them 
with flippant sensatiiinalism. 
Let him 
preach n ligion—liberal, tolerant, kindly 
and helpful religion—with the most of 
common sense and the least of pretension, 
and the people will stay. W hen a mem­ 
ber of the church meets a friend who is 
not such, let him not say: “ Yon are a 
sinner; you are in danger of lieil fire. 
Come 
to 
church to-morrow and the 
preacher will tell you the same thing.” 
Let him, instead, say : “ Dine with me to­ 
morrow and bring your wife aud little boy. 
By the way, why not come to church, and 
we will walk homo together?” 
Let all 
those who are of the fold meet their visit­ 
ors as Members of God’s household, where 
all are equal, and let not Christian court­ 
esy and cordiality be dropped at the 
church door, but carried into the week-day 
life, bringing habitual aud sincere kindness 
to all. Then there will be no empty pews.

Stanford T alked o f for Gov­ 
ernor—Local M atters. 


It would appear as if the last session of 
th e Legislature simply repeated the history 
of early days in the m atter of the charac­ 
ter of its attaches. 
Referring to the Legis­ 
lature that had just adjourned, the Union 
of May 20, 1859, contained the following : 
“ The last Legislature was not very happy 
in the choice of some of its officers and 
attaches. M orality appears to have been 
at a discount among them . One slipped 
aw ay from the city, leaving his tailor the 
poor satisfaction of taking his m oney’s 
w orth by advertising the ex-attache's want 
of honesty. A nother gets into the papers 
through a scandalous intrigue and seduc­ 
tion, and a third is suspected of having in­ 
serted testim ony in one of the reports pre­ 
pared under his hand as a comm ittee clerk. 
H e is also alleged to have absconded from 
his hotel in this city, taking with him his 
room -mate’s trunk of clothing.

selections of officers, the only question 
being, How deserving of reward is he by 
his party ?”

Jam es L. English of Sacramento was 
in the field for the Lecomptonite nom ina­ 
tion for Governor, and the Republicans 
were beginning to talk of Lelaud’Stanford 
as their standard-bearer.

Sullivan and others 
were aspirants for the Lecomptonite nom ­ 
ination for CouDtv Clerk; D. L. McDonald, 
John Taylor and John Clarken wanted to 
be the nom inee for Sheriff on the same 
ticket; F rank Hereford and W. R. Cant­ 
well were out for District Attorney; E. B. 
R yan and H. C. Kibbe for Assessor; Frank 
Denver, W illiam Shattuck, S. D. Smith 
and others for President of the Board of 
Supervisors; Frank Tukey, John H eard, 
George R. Moore, C. A. H ill, Johnson 
Price and others were ou the list for Sen­ 
ator. 
On the Anti-Lecomptoa side W . S. 
M anlove, 
Jam es 
Lansing 
and H iram 
A rentz wanted to be Sheriff; Major R. C. 
Clark, H enry S;arr and J. T. Day were in 
the field for County Clerk; T. Snyder, 
John G. H alch, Josiah Howell, H . F. 
H olm es and Jam es Duffy were mentioned 
for Treasurer; W. H. Weeks, W . W . Up­ 
ton, E. H. Keacock and B. 0. W hiting tor 
D istrict Attorney; Israel Luce and L. B. 
Drew for Assessor; B. B. Redding, John A. 
Leavitt and A. Henley were looking to­ 
ward the Presidency of the Board of Super­ 
visors; J. P. Counts and Dr. B. B. Brown 
wanted tobeCoioner,andA lfred Reddington 
had an eye on the Senate. Moses Stout 
and J. C. Goods (Independent) were after 
the nom ination for Assemblyman. 
The U nion editorially opposed the 
purchase of a lot at Seventh and M streets 
on which to erect an Agricultural Pavilion, 
on the ground that it was “ too far from 
the populous portion of the city.” 
Governor W eller was appealed to by 
the citizens of Red Bluff for troops to ex- 
pell certain Indians from that vicinity who 
were believed to have been implicated in 
recent outrages, and the Executive ex­ 
pressed a willingness to do so. Indian 
outrages at Red Bluff, the now thriving 
county seat of Tehama, sounds a little 
rom antic at this time. 
Referring to Indian troubles of those 
days, it may be said that the sum of $11,000 
was drawn out of the State Treasury in 
May, 1859, for expenses incurred in quell­ 
ing an uprising of redskins in H um boldt 
county. 
Thomas H. Selby was the President 
of the San Francisco Industrial School. 
At the marriage of J. M. Mansfield to 
Fannie Easterbrook in Napa, a portion of 
the cake that graced the wedding dinner, 
had done sim ilar service at the wedding of 
the bride's psrents in 1833. 
B. B. Redding was Chairm an and J. 
B. Saul Secretary of the Anti-Locom ptoa 
County Cential Committee of Sacram ento 
county.

extract from the New York 
Tribune states that Joe Coburn and Pat 
M atthews, "tw o notorious bullys,” bad a 
rough-and-tum ble tight on Broadway, and 
Coburn was worsted. Matthews afterwards 
m et BiUv Mulligan, formerly of Sacra­ 
m ento, in Dick Platt’s saloon on Becker 
street, and picked a row with him . M ul­ 
ligan, who feared no man even were he a 
giant, stood his ground, but had his eyes 
nearly gouged out and a portion of his nose 
removed during the discussion.

The girl’s brother had 
w arned Mooney to let her alone, but he 


still tried to induce her to leave her brother 
and go to him (Mooney.) The people of 
Folsom then took a hand in the matter, and 
Messrs. Dresser and Maslin called on Mr. 
Mooney and invited him to leave the town, 
if he did not wish to be carried out on a 
rail. Mooney left and came to Sacramento, 
where he swore out w arrants for the arrest 
of the parties, who were tried by Justice 
Barr and acquitted. 
These names appeared frequently 
signed to Supreme Court decisions: “Terry, 
C. J., Field, J .” 
Sacramento-grown strawberries were 
selling at from fifty to seventy-five cents 
per pound. 
The young ladies of Sacramento gave 
an entertainm ent on May 26th for the 
benefit of the M ount Vernon fund, the 
feature of which was an address w ritten by 
Miss Sallie B. Goodrich, and spoken by 
Miss Mary Crocker. 
A man just in from Arizona informed 
the San Diego Herald that at the Conven­ 
tion to organize the Territory of Arizona 
there were just twelve persons present, in ­ 
cluding “ old Blow-Hard H astings,” the 
Secretary, the “ Big Black Dog ” and a bar­ 
keeper. 
It was estimated that there were in 
the county of Solano alone about 100,000 
sheep, tbe annual product of whose wool 
was worth about $80,000.

when held by a bona tide purchaser evidence of 
their invalidity or defenses available ag-.inst 
the original payee wou'd tie excluded. They are 
payable outof a partii-.lar fund, which destroys 
their negotiability, b it they can be assigned, 
and the assignment jwiU enable the assignee 
rightfully to draw the; money 
If, however, the 
County superintenderr should draw a requisi­ 
tion in favor of such assignee, I would suggest 
that it also state the teachers' name and school 
district.

INTERVIEW WITH THE 
DISTIN­ 


GUISHED AUTHOB. 


H U V iew s Upon V arious M atters o f 
P u b lic Interest at 
Present.

The R ecord-U n io n on Friday referred to 
the visit to the city of the distinguished 
author and historian, Rossiter Johnson, 
accompanied by his wife, an authoress of 
national reputation and especially well 
know n as a w riter for children. Though 
him self an old journalist, having edited 
the Rochester Democrat, a Republican jour­ 
nal, and the Concord Statesman, Mr. John- 
san was reticent in an interview about ex­ 
pressing his opinion on public topics, and 
stating the results of his observations in 
the country. H e did not, however, “ throw 
off” wholly upon his old profession, and 
very modestly expressed him self ou a num ­ 
ber of questions presented. 
H e had been m uch impressed w ith his 
exam ination of the country between the 
Mississippi and the Sierras, over which he 
has traveled very leisurely and wholly by 
daylight, but with nothing more than 
the rem arkable contrast between the east 
and west side of the Sierras. Sacramento 
was the first California city he had visited, 
and he declined, therefore, to express an 
opinion as to “ what he thought of the 
State,” a question usually fired 
point 
blank at Eastern visitors w ithin six hours 
after they laud in it. H e did say, however, 
that he was pleased with Sacramento be­ 
cause of the evidences of comfort, prosper­ 
ity and contentm ent he saw about its 
homes, and the evidences also of refine­ 
m ent and good taste manifest in the m ain­ 
tenance of the A rt Gallery, the School of 
Design, the Libraries aud the beautiful 
grounds 
throughout tbe city. 
H e was 
asked concerning tbe Eastern sentim ent 
upon the Chinese exclusion policy, and re­ 
plied : 
“So far as I have been able to measure it, 
it is not only strongly with you of Califor­ 
nia, but I believe it will presently go be­ 
yond you, for the sentim ent is rapidly 
augm enting among our people in the East, 
especially among the more thoughtful, ir­ 
respective of political faith, that the im m i­ 
gration of foreigners of the non-assimila- 
tive class, those also who are avowedly at 
enm ity with our system, and the im m igra­ 
tion ot other objectionable classes, should 
be restricted, even to the extreme cf prohi­ 
bition in some cases. The objection among 
our people is not to foreigners as such, but 
to those who are imbued with neither re­ 
spect nor care for our institutions. The 
fact is, our people are quite ready to de­ 
m and a radical modification of the im m i­ 
gration laws, and for the m atter of that, of 
the naturalization laws also.” 
“How will New Y ork City receive such 
doctrine?” 
“The Democratic politicians, not con­ 
tentedly. But New York City is not a test 
of the strength of the sentim ent of which I 
speak. Many Democrats who have thought 
upon the subject deeply, differ with the 
party leaders and believe it will be wise to 
lim it or stop indiscrim inate im m igration.” 
“ W hat would y o u do about tourists?” 
“ They would be provided for. A pass­ 
port system m ight be set up. for instance, 
but, of course a distinction would have to 
be made. Many think that any lim itation 
would be opposed to the purpose of the 
Republic, which, they say, was intended 
as a refuge for all. But sentim ent of that 
order is rapidly giving way to the other, 
and thought and reflection are bringing 
about rnauy changes of opinion.” 
“ Do you think there is now any real op­ 
position to our Chinese exclusion policy?” 
“None at all, I think—that is none that 
is potential.” 
“ You have heard of the death of Allen 
Thorndyke Rice?” 
“I heard of it just before reaching here, 
and w ith profound regret. 
He was in 
m any respects a rem arkable m an. I think 
he would have creditably represented our 
country abroad. H e was a polished gen­ 
tleman, a scholarly m an and full of nerv­ 
ous vigor.” 
“ W hat did you think of him as a literarv 
m an?” 
“ H e had a great m any friends and ad­ 
mirers. He was a man of ability. H e was 
a singular man in his literary work—a sort 
of literary w hirlwind in his method, an ir­ 
regular m an in his intellectual habits. 
He 
took the North American Review, and, by 
his managem ent, made it widely known in 
a way before foreign to it. The Poet once 
criticised Mr. Rice’s style of conducting it 
by saying that he had made it a m onthly 
newspaper. H e bought it in 1876, and 
gradually changed it front a collection of 
reviews based on books issued, to a journal 
of discussion of public topics, irrespective 
of books. I read proof on the Review when 
it was printed from type and distributed, 
but with the highly-skilled assistance of 
Mr. Metcalf, now editor of the Forum, Mr. 
Rice saved the periodical, and gave it its 
present prominence. It wa3 by the aid of 
Mr. Metcalf, an accomplished editor, that 
he made such a success with it.” 
“ Is attentiou beiDg more directed toward 
California now ?” 
“Intelligent attention ? yes. 
Yes, your 
California on W heels is doing good work at 
the East, and is much spoken of. The first 
effort of that nature that I recall was made 
by North Carolina, which sent an exhibition 
of products, but it was not a great success, 
anti did not compare with w hat your peo­ 
ple are doing. All object lessons of that 
kind will have a strong influence with our 
people.” 
“ How is the adm inistration of General 
Harrison impressing the people at the 
E isC ” ’ 
“ It is giving satisfaction to ail his party, 
and generally to the people, I think. 
The mugwumps don't like it, and take oc­ 
casion to find la u lt; but that was to be ex­ 
pected.” 
“ W hat are the chief local topics of 
thought in New York related to State Gov­ 
ernm ent, just now ? 
“ Ballot reform and high license much 
engage the attention of our people. 
As to 
the first it will certainly bebrought about. 
The best elements of our people, regardless 
of political affiliations, regard high license 
as the solution of the regulative question 
in the sale of liquors.” 
“ But your Governor vetoed the reform 
ballot bill.” 
“ Yes. Governor H ill appears to m e to 
be trying to im itate one of his illustrious 
predecessors, Horatio Seymour. But, like 
all imitators, he succeeds best in copying 
defects. Governor Seymour had a genius 
lor discovering high constitutional reasons 
for doing things, the practical effect of 
which would be vicious. Governor Sey­ 
mour, for instance, earnestly besought Mr. 
Lincoln, as you will remember, to stop 
the “ draft” until the question could be 
dragged through the Courts. 
I think Gov­ 
ernor H ill’s real objection to the hallot bill 
is, that it would operate as a clog upon bis 
party, and m ake illegal voting impossible, 
or m arly so. 
Unless I am mistaken, his 
party in like m anner, opposed the registry 
laws, now so common, and adm ittedly 
just.” 
“ Is the question of tbe demoralizing lit­ 
erature of lire day considered m uch among 
your people now ?” 
“ Yes, many give it serious consideration, 
and efforts are constantly made for its sup­ 
pression, but as yet with slight results. 
The flood of this class of writing with 
which the country is afflicted is the cause 
of infinite sorrow and demoralization.” 
“ W hat remedy would you suggest?” 
“ The best thing to do would' be to re­ 
peal so much of the postal laws as enable 
publishers of this stuff to use the mails. 
They can now, by a very little showing of 
regularity in publishing, m ake the m atter 
referred to second-class, and send it by the 
toti through the mails for one cent a pound. 
All they need to do is to affix a date, claim 
that their ' series ’ is a periodical, aud thus 
avail of the unpardonable weakness of tbe 
postal system, and, at tbe expense of ail 
the people, have their freighting done 
practically free. The failure to control 
these demoralizing publications and m ini­ 
mize their pernicious influence is largely 
due to this defect in our postal system.'' * 
“But m ust there not be a demand, a 
taste for these weak literary attem pts, and 
cannot tbe publishers reply that they sim ­ 
ply respond to the popular taste?” 
"T hat is a mistake. The people who 
read the class of works to which you refer 
have no literary taste." 
"W hy do they buy them then ?” 
“ For’the dram atic element in them .” 
“ But why is there such a mass of this 
class of demoralizing fiction with its un ­ 
real views ot life and its false estimates of 
duties and obligations? ’ , 
“It is due to the cause I first assigned, 
for one thing. Then paper can be had at 
four cents a pound in New York, the kind 
used, transportation at one cent a pound, 
and the people who grind out the stuff can 
be employed for a song. So an energetic 
fellow sets up a ‘Librarv' or ‘Series,1 and 
goes into business with the certainty of a 


good profit. H e sends his trash all over 
tne country and especially into the sm all 
towns and the lesser cities. The news 
Etands and bookstores are stocked full of 
the issues. 
W hen the legitimate publisher 
would sell to the dealers works that will 
be of benefit to hum anity, and that m ust 
in consequence bring a' living price, the 
dealer says to him . ‘See, I am all stocked 


u p , and these sell to a class, and I don’t 
find room for your books.’ At first the 
‘Library’ publisher of the o rd ir to which I 
refer m ay issue fairly good m atter. H e 
uses all he can of standard works in the 
absence of international copyright laws, 
but these soon run out, and having gained 
some prom inence he turns to the machine 
writers and the m ills begin to send out the 
valueless m atter referred to.” 
“ You look upon the results as dem oral­ 
izing? ' 
“ They certainly are 1” 
“ W hat are the chances for an interna­ 
tional copyright law ?” 
“ Very good now. W e came very near 
getting it through at the last session of 
Congress. 
The sentim ent of the people is 
with the authors, I think. The publishers, 
who once hotly opposed us, have been sat­ 
isfied by modifications made. The printers 
next stood iu our way, but they have been 
convinced, and the provision requiring the 
composition to be done in this country has 
made them our friends. All that threatens 
now is on the other side of the water, and 
relates to our foreign colleagues. Some of 
the printers over there are saying to the 
authors abroad, ‘If you perm it a'nv of your 
writings to be set up in America we"will 
refuse to put any of your m atter in tvpe at 
hom e.’ ” 
‘ 
“ W hat is the business outlook now at 
the East ?” 
“ I think good, but really I am no judge, 
and have no right to express an opinion.” 
“ But cannot literary men tell of the 
financial condition by' the activity of the 
m arkets in which they are im mediately in­ 
terested?” 
‘ 
“ Not of course. 
The fact is, that in 
hardest times some of the greatest activity 
is m anifest among publishers. 
For in­ 
stance, the two editions of the American 
Cvclop;edia happened to be put out in the 
two years of financial panic and trial, 1857 
and 1873. 
Yet they m et with enormous 
sales, and were not at all affected by the 
hard times.” 
“ How may that be accounted for?” 
“ Probably on the theory that men with 
money in such seasons finding no security 
for it that is entirely satisfactory, spend it 
for books, and probably for luxuries, which 
they would deny themselves if their monev 
could be earning them interest. 
However, 
what I state is a fact, and is testified to bv 
publishers of valuable books.” 
“ Is authorship well rewarded now?” 
“ Among the good writers for periodicals, 
y e s; am ong the makers of books not so 
well, and very few make much m oney.” 
“ You have noted the effect of the com­ 
petition of the Canadian transcontinental 
railways upon the traffic 
of our own 
roads?” 
“ It is not surprising. 
I am not, how­ 
ever, informed as to the present details. I 
look back to the prime cause of all this. In 
1844 the cry w as: “ 54-40 or fight,” and on 
that Mr. Polk went in. But it was neither 
54-40. nor fight. The line went down to 
49, and now the British, with equallv as 
good ports as o urs011 the Pacific, controlan 
outlet that we should have dominated. 
It is m uch to be regretted that the re­

TESTIMONY 
CONCLUDED 
IN THE 


BILLINGS TRIAL. 


A W eary Day o f R ebuttal E vidence 
and O bjection—R ecess Till 
To-Morrow. 


On the resum ption of the Billings murder 
trial yesterday m orning the prosecution in ­ 
troduced evidence in rebuttal,and first called 
City Physician Nichols to the stand. W it­ 
ness testified to having seen the defendant 
in the County Jail on the Monday follow­ 
ing the death ot Francis IJghthall, apd 
failed to discover evidences of bruises upon 
his face. 
Sheriff 
McMullen testified to having 
visited the scene of the shooting a few 
hours after the occurrence. 
H e was asked 
if he made any search for sticks or clubs 
used in the affray. 
The defense strenuously objected to the 
introduction of such testimony as not be­ 
ing in rebuttal. 
The Court overruled the objection, and 
witness testified to havingm ade a search in 
front of the barn for im plem ents that might 
have been used in the affray. H is search 
embraced an area of thirty or forty feet. 
Being shown the piece of scantling intro- 
dnced by the defense, witness said he did 
not see it on the premises. 
A. Diefendorf being called, testified that 
he had been at the Billings ranch three 
times. 
W itness told of one occasion when 
several persons on the place, including 
Francis Lighthall, were weighed. 
The 
latter’s weight was 130 pounds. Thought 
little of the m atter and made no m em o­ 
randum of the weight. 
George Lighthall, a son c>{ W illiam Light­ 
hall and cousin of the deceased, testified 
concerning the size and weight of the latter. 
H e was a very sm all m an. 
His weight 
was 136 pounds; saw him weighed about a 
week before he was killed; the night before 
he was killed saw him weighed and his 
weight was 13S pounds. 
W ituess saw a 
letter offered by Francis Lighthall to defend­ 
ant, saying that it came from Major A n­ 
derson. 
Billings declined to receive it, and 
when Francis continued to urge it upon 
him Billings told him it would not be well 
for him to proceed any farther. This oc­ 
curred in the yard of George Lang. 
J. E. Manlove testified to having seen L. 
N. Billings in the county jail on the Mon­ 
day following the killing of young Light­ 
hall, and saw 110 bruises on his person, 
although he took particular notice of him . 
During the exam ination of this witness 
the Court saw fit’to rebuke the counsel for 
the defense for his m anner of treating the 
witness, and Mr. Johnson objected to the 
reproval and noted an exception thereto. 
The Court rem arked that counsel might 
have his objection, but he would enforce 
the rule to protect a witness while on the 
stand. 
Mrs. H ildreth was recalled and asked 
concerning a conversation about a room at 
the ranch on the Tuesday prior to the fatal 
affray. An objection being made thereto 
on the ground that the witness was fully 
examined on the point on direct exam ina­ 
tion, the objection was sustained. 
Recess till 1:30 p. m. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 
Mrs. May H ildreth being called, testified 
that the weight of Francis Lighthall was 
136 pounds. 
W itness testified regarding a 
conversation between Billings and Francis 
Lighthall ou the Saturday before the shoot­ 
ing. Billings told Lighthall that if the lat­ 
ter would burn his papers he (Billings) 
would do likewise with his on reaching 
home. 
Lighthall declined doing so, and 
Billinas remarked that he was good for 
$100. 
Lighthall replied that fie m ight be 
but the am ount was $125, and he preferred 
to keep his napers. 
Miss Lucinda Lighthall testified to F ran­ 
cis Lighthall’s weight being 136 pounds. 
Olive H ildreth testified that Otis Billings 
hitched up the sorrel team on Saturday 
and droVe it away. Francis Lighthall was 
in the house at the time the team was 
hitched up. 
H enry A ultpeter testified that scarcely 
any tim e elapsed between the firing of the 
two pistol shots ; they were so close to­ 
gether as to attract his attention. 
Deputy Sheriff Coggswell identified the 
hat worn by the defendant when brought 
to the jai!, and heretofore shown in Court, 
testified that the hat was accidentally sat 
upon by an inm ate of the jail aud crushed. 
[The hat shows bad usage.] 
Luther Lighthall testified that on the 
day his son was shot he did not use the 
profane language attributed to him by the 
defendant. Did not see any scantling in 
the yard at the tim e of the difficulty. 
Shortly before the trouble witness and his 
son had picked up all the rubbish in the 
yard. The scantling wes used in the barn, 
and always kept there. W itness did say to 
Otis Billings that he did not blame him so 
m uch. Did go over and offer to help get 
up the fallen horse, but cid not tell the 
eider Billings I did not blame him for wliat 
had happened; felt sorry tor the horse, aud 
wanted to help bitu up; did say it was too 
late to go for a doctor. 
The prosecution here rested. 
Mr. Johnson, for the defense,roffered in 
evidence a portion of the official record of 
the Coroner's inquest on the body of F ran­ 
cis Lighthall. 
District 
A ttorney Bruner 
asked 
the 
whole of the document being admitted, or 
none at all. 
* Mr. Johnson objected to the whole docu­ 
m ent going in. but desired only one ques­ 
tion and answer therein. 
The Court denied the motion to intro­ 
duce a separate deposition, and tne defense 
objected. 
W. H. Bradley testified that Francis 
Lighthall was weighed in witnpss' place 
last January. 
He weighed 165 pounds. 
Lighthall so told him ; 
did not see the 
figures on the scales. 
Mr. Johnson asked permission of the 
Court to reopen the case for the purpose of 
introducing one witness on the question of 
Francis Lighthall's weight. 
District Attorney Bruner objected, the 
Court sustained the objection, and the de­ 
fense excepted. 
The case was here closed on both sides, 
and the Court declared a recess u ntil 10 
o’ciock on Monday. 
The jury was given 
the usual instructions and placed in charge 
of the Sheriff. 
Mr. Johnson moved that the jury be 
allowed to visit and inspect the scene of 
tbe tragedy, which the Court denied as be­ 
ing full of danger. 
Mr. Johnson then objected to Deputy 
Sheriff Coggswell being placed in charge of 
the jury, on the ground that he had been 
a witness for the prosecution, and had a 
prejudice against the defendant. 
The Court said the wishes of counsel in 
the m atter would be complied with, and 
the Court then adjourned.

CRONIN’S CRIES WERE HEARD BY 


A LAKE VIEW MILKMAN. 


A P o licem a n W ho E v id en tly K now s 
M uch M ore A bout th e Caso

C h ic a g o , H ay 25th.—The only m an who 
heard Dr. Cronin’s dying cries, except his 
murderers, b^^ been iound. 
H e is Wm. 
Ilertes, a m ilkm an, who lives near the 
cottage where the assassination was com ­ 
mitted. 
On the i.'ght of the m urder he saw two 
men drive up to the house in a buggy. One, 
dressed in a long brown overcoat, such as 
Cronin wore, got out, the other, answering 
to the description of the m an who came for 
Cronin in a buggy, drove rapidly away. 
Cronin, if it was he, went up the cottage 
steps. The door opened before he reached 
it, and. as 30011 as he got iDside, it was 
closed, and me m ilkm an heard loud cries, 
8S if men were fighting. It is believed that 
this was :ke tim e of Cronin's death. 


SUSPICION OF COMPLICITY. 
Revelations this m orning throw a strong 
suspicion of complicity in the m urder of 
Cronin on Detective Dan Coughlin, of the 
city police force, and show gross incompe- 
.ency, if nothing worse, on the part of 
Captain Schaack, of the North Side police, 
under whose orders Coughlin woiks, to be­ 
gin with. It is known, and, in fact, he ad­ 
m its it, that Coughlin and Cronin were 
members of the sam e Irish political socie­ 
ties, and were enemies. This lends signifi­ 
cance to the following facts: On the m orn­ 
ing of the day of the m urder Coughlin 
engaged from the livery stable keeper, 
D inan. a horse and buggy for a friend of 
his, to be called for that evening. 


THE PLOT THICKENS. 
About the tim e when the men who de­ 
coyed Cronin away would have called, had 
it been he, this trend of Coughlin called at 
the livery stable. 
H e closely resembled 
the m an who did drive away with Cronin. 
H e was viven a while horse and drove 
toward Conklin’s house. The horse was 
out two hi nrs and came back, having been 
hard driven. 
These facts were reported to Captain 
Schaack by Dinan. Schaack says that he 
Tiled Ccuehlin to account and Coughlin 
said that ike m an he hired the buggy for 
was a friend of his friends in Michigan; 
that he sen: Coughlin out to find this man; 
.hat Coughlin reported that he found and 
"uestioneri him and was satisfied that he 
had n o t- ug to do with it. 


: t?r.£H £N SIBLE CONDUCT. 
Scbaeck admits that he did not require 
that the -.nan be brought before him , but 
allowed Ccuehlin, who was him self under 
suspicion, to make the report without any 
check to prove its truth or falsity. 
Sehaacx says that he took the horse to 
Cronin's house and his housekeeper said it 
was not the oDe behind which Cronin 
drove away. The housekeeper contradicts 
tins, and Dinan says that Coughlin told 
him he couldn’t find the m an from Michi­ 
gan. Coughlin says he is now in New 
Mexico. 


p o lic e m a n Co u g h l in ’s e x p l a n a t i o n . 
Superintendent of Police Hubbard said 
this evening that the explanation which 
detective Coughlin gave in connection 
w ith his hiring a horse the day on which 
Dr. Cronin disappeared, was substantially 
as follows . A few days before May 4th a 
m an called at the East Chicago police sta­ 
tion and Introduced him self as Thomas 
Smith, of Hancock, Mich., and a friend of 
Coughlin s brother, who keeps a livery 
stable in that town. Sm ith claimed to be 
■a his way to New Mexico. Detective 
Coughlin showed Sm ith the points of in­ 
terest about the city, and Saturday, May 
4th, Smith said he would like to 


TAKE A BUGGY RIDE 
T hat evenÍDg, hut was afraid the livery- 
stable keepers would not trust a stranger 
with a horse. Coughlin told him that he 
would fix the m atter with the livery-stable 
m an 
D inan. Smith got the w hite horse 
and rig. and Coughlin did not see him 
again for a week or more, when he met 
him and asktd Sm ith why he had not 
paid for the use of the rig. Sm ith gave 
Coughlin $3 and said he would give him 
the other i2 later. Coughlin m et him for 
the last tim e one day last week and Smith 
said he would start for New Mexico the 
next day. 
THE FUNERAL. 
Dr. Cronin’s friends met this afternoon 
and completed 
arrangem ents 
for the 
funeral. It is thought at least 4,000 men 
will 
m arch in the procession and that 
probably 10,000 people will go by train to 
the cemetery. 
It is denied that Dr. Cronin's clothes 
were found m the Carlson cottage, as stated 
yesterday. 
An evening paper says the letter which 
was turned over to the police as coming from 
one of the mysterious tenants of the blood- 
stiined cottage is considered of great im ­ 
portance.

“ During the last Republican Con­ 
vention I visited I>r. Cronin at the house 
of the Conklins. H e gave me a printed 
document to read at my leisure, and 
if he 
ever disappeared or was m ur­ 
dered 
tbat ;be 
document would fur­ 
nish a 
clue 
to 
the murderers. 
The 
docum ent referred to the 
bogus suiti, 
and the purport of the whole thing was 
that the men who started the investigation 
were the men who. if he should be m ur­ 
dered, would be lesponsible for it. ’ 


THE MAYOR STIRRING VP THE POLICE. 
This afternoon Mayor (,’regier had a two- 
hours’ conference with the Superintendent 
of the Police and the corporation counsel. 
H e said emphatically that extraordinary 
eflorts m ust be made to bring the perpetra­ 
tors of this crime to justice, and that the 
officers m ust be over zealous rather than 
not active enough. W here there is a doubt 
as to w hether severe action should be taken 
take advantage of the doubt and act. The 
Mayor S8td he would rather be in the 
wrong nineteen times in a case of im port­ 
ance like this than give the m urderers a 
chance to escape. 


DETECTIVE COUGH LAN ARRESTED. 
Detective Goughian was brought before 
the Mayor this afternoon, the Superintend­ 
ent of the Police, corporation counsel and 
two of Cronin's friends being present, 
t^ughlin wss authorized to tell his story, 
and was severely cross-examined. It is 
understood that he became Hurried and 
nervous, but said nothing however that 
could be used against him . W hen the 
conference broke up none of its members 
would talk. Coughlan however was tsken 
away by a detectire and placed under 
arrest. 
More discrepancies have come to light 
this evening. It seems that the description 
of the man who hired the horse now given 
by liveryman Dinan and the description he 
gave Cap'sin Schaack several days ago are 
widely d'.flereat. and the police are looking 
into the matter. 


THE TORONTO REPORTER LONG. 


T o r o n t o , May 25 h —A. G.Teefer, a Chi­ 
cago lawyer, is here to inquire in the 
alleged visit two weeks ago ot Dr. Cronin 
to ibis city. Teefer has seen Long, the re­ 
porter, who wrote up the interviews with 
Dr. Cronin in Toronto. Long still claims 
he spoke to l)r. Cronin. 
He denies most 
emphatically any* insinuation or statem ent 
that ho had any interest in the m atter other 
than as A newspaper man, and has made a 
written statem ent that, up to and after the 
tim e he wrote the dispatches regarding Dr. 
Cronin being seen in Tort nto, he had no 
letter or telegrams or any other com m uni­ 
cation with anyone in Chicago or else­ 
w here regardiug Dr. Cronin’s disappear­ 
ance, except with newspapers to which he 
sent dispatches. 


THE DEATH 8TRUGGLK. 
A free exhibition of the interior of the 
cottage where the m urder was committed 
was allowed to-day by the police. Evi­ 
dences of a terrible struggle are seen. 
On 
the south wall of the parlor are great 
splashes of blood, besides others on the 
floor. 
A portion of the leg of a washstand 
and a dressing-case had been broken off, 
and the arm -rest on a rocking-chair had 
also been broken and the pieces scattered 
on the floor. 
There is every indication 
that Dr. Cronin was not killed or even ren­ 
dered helpless by the first blow he jeceived, 
but that he probably made a desperate 
straggle for his life. 


SOME IRISH THUGS. 


N ew Y o b k , May 25th.—J . P. Ryan, ex­ 
President of the Irish National League, 
Biys: ; “Cronin’s m urderers were unques­ 
tionably Irishm en, but I don’t believe that 
my organization decreed his death. There 
are, unfortunately, some Irish thugs, and 
still more unfortunately, a few Irish scoun­ 
drels of higher grade without conscience or 
moral principle.” 
THE PLOT PATED BACK THREE MONTHS. 
Events were brought to light this even­ 
ing showing that the arrangem ents for the 
Cronin tragedv were apparently begun as 
early as February 1st. At that date a per­ 
son corresponding to the description of a 
man w hc subsequently rented the Carlson 
cottage opened negotiations for a room di­ 
rectly across the street from Cronin’s office 
down town in the Opera House block. The 
room nought for was one which offered the 
best possible view from that direction into 
Cronin’s office windows. In order to get 
the room it was necessary to rent the whole 
floor, the agents for the building refusing 
to dea; for a single apartm ent. The whole 
floor was rented, and in the room referred 
to was placed furniture sim ilar to that 
found in the cottage. The furniture was 
removed about March 20lh, just the date 
when the furniture was brought first to the 
cottage. 


WHERE THE FURNITURE WAS BOUGHT. 
This furniture, it has become well known, 
was purchased of A. H . Revell & Co., but 
until this evening it was not learned that 
the bill of goods bought from Revell in ­ 
cluded the identical 
trunk which has 
since cut such a figure in the case. 
The purchaser insisted on having an 
extra heavy strap to go with the trunk, 
and though an unusually thick strap was 
furnished he afterwards returned and got 
in place of the original strap one made to 
order. The man volunteered the inform a­ 
tion that the heavy strap furnished first 
would not be sufficient to hold w hat he 
proposed to place in the trunk. 


HE WANTED POINTERS. 
A special to the Chicago Times from 
HoughtDD, Mich., says: Thom as Cough­ 
lan, a liverym an of Hancock, says a man 
by the name of Thomas or .lames Sm ith, a 
stranger to him , called at his barn and 
hired a fig. In conversation the m an said 
he was going to Chicago and did not know 
the city. Coughlin told him of his brother 
on the police force in Chicago, and said 
Sm ith could get pointers as to the city from 
him .

Mr. Pierson’s m ain idea was that 
the corona m ight be explained by the re­ 
flection of the sunlight from the side of the 
moon turned away from the earth upon 
the masses of meteors in space between the 
earth and sun. These meteors would re­ 
flect the light falling upon them back to a 
spectator on the earth, which light would 
appear to surround the sun.

25th. — Inspector 
I’ickler of the Interior Departm ent, now in 
Guthrie, Oklahoma, has sent a report to 
Secretary Noble under date of May 18th, on 
the situation in that city. 
In the course of 
his report Inspector Pickier says: 
“ The City Council of Guthrie was very 
irregularly chosen to begin with, and as 
the people understood for the purpose of 
merely putting the m achinery ol the city 
in motion. 
A t the tim e the Council was 
chosen grave responsibilities were forced 
upon them , and generally they have as­ 
sumed and settled them in a creditable 
m anner. 
They have preserved order, sur­ 
veyed the town and practical ly cleared the 
streets. 
In these matters they are com­ 
mended by all. 
They have, however, assumed other pow ­ 
ers and undertaken to act in various m at­ 
ters for which they are generally and very 
em phatically condemned. They have ap­ 
pointed an attorney at a salary of $1,800 
per year and an adviser of the Council on 
Arbitration, at a salary in excess of this, 
and a Board of five arbitrators on settling 
the right of possession to lots, some being 
members of the Council, at $10 per day. 
They charge each contestant $10 before 
the case can be heard, and return only $10 
to the party succeeding and keeping the re­ 
mainder. They have granted or pretended 
to grant a franchise for ten years to a 
company to supply the city with water, to 
build a bridge across the stream and to 
grade streets, and in like m anner have 
taken m any such steps, against which the 
citizens loudly protested. 
And, further, 
they are now collecting an occupation tax 
of $5 per month, a survey tax and a Re­ 
corder’s tax on lots. etc. They have en­ 
acted harsh ordinances for the violation of 
which severe penalties are imposed. 
They are recklessly spending the money 
in paying officials, and are surveying the 
town on lines other than those recom­ 
mended at the people’s meeting, in order 
to save their own lots. 
Further, it is asserted that members of 
the Council are among those who came in 
on the Sunday before the 22d and seized all 
the best lots, and that the CityGovernm ent 
has in all m atters protected the interesls of 
these men. 
This charge has been made more em ­ 
phatic from the fact that the Council has in­ 
structed its Board of A rbitration that in 
considering who is entitled to a lot, the 
Board shall not take into consideration the 
time of settling as before or after 1 o’clock, 
but tbat priority of settlem ent on Monday, 
the 22d, regardless of hour, entitled the 
party to the lot. 
This the people consider 
to be in direct conflict w ith the President's 
proclamation. 
A petition was circulated yesterday ask­ 
ing the Council 
to call an election to 
divide 
the 
city into 
wards 
and 
to 
make a registry of 
the voters, 
and 
asking 
that 
an 
election 
be 
held 
Monday, the 27th of May. 
Everybody 
practically signed the petition. The"inde­ 
pendent petition citizens held a large mass 
meeting last evening. They were very 
much in earnest and very determined. 
After speeches by different persons they 
passed á resolution ousting the Mayor and 
City Council and appointed a comm ittee to 
notify them , and also passed a resolution 
appointing a committee of seven to call a 
city election, ignoring the present Mayor 
and Council. 
The Inspector then states that there were 
loud calls for his views. 
That he took the 
stand and told them that in his judgm ent 
it was a m istake to not petition the Mayor 
and Council to call an election, and it 
would most likely result in two conflicting 
city governments. 
H e said that the people 
were entitled to a speedy election, and to a 
sworn statem ent from the present Council 
as to all moneys collected or paid ont. 
That the incom ing adm inistration should 
lim it the fees of all officers, and the Boards 
should be economical and should be care­ 
ful in regard to granting to individuals val­ 
uable franchises w ithout due considera­ 
tion. 
After a heated discussion a motion was 
made to reconsider. 
It was carried and a 
committee appointed to present a petition 
to the Mayor, requesting him to call a new 
election. The meeting then adjourned in 
good hum or. ____________

H a v e n (Conn.), May 25th.—The 
officials of the M erchants’ National Bank 
are still reticent, and positively decline to 
give out the names of the merchants who 
have benefited by the dishonest not dis­ 
counting practices. This action has cre­ 
ated an im pression that they are shielding 
some prom inent business "men who have 
been in collusion with Cashier Bradley and 
Teller Palm er. The bank officials now 
adm it the loss will be fully $50.000 and 
may possibly eat up their entire surplus of 
$100,000. 
A feeling is spreading that the bank is 
crippled worse than it cares to acknowl­ 
edge. 
W ith the exception of $17,000 worth 
of notes, discounted by. John E. Bassett, a 
hardw are m erchant, the public is at sea as 
to who have been benefited by the crooked 
work. As the result of action by the 
United States authorities, Bassett was ar­ 
rested this afternoon, charged with aiding 
and abetting Palm er in the embezzlement 
of the bank's funds. Bail was fixed at 
$30,000, which was furnished. 
W hen Bas­ 
sett returned to his store he found the 
Sheriff in waiting, who attached the store, 
stock and real estate to the am ount of $50,­ 
000, at the instance of the bank. The M ar­ 
shal next arrested Cashier Bradley and 
Teller Palm er, for fraudulent statements 
made to Controller Teller.

W a s h in g t o n , May 25th.—The proposals 
for the construction of three cruisers for 
the navy were to day issued from the Navy 
Departm ent, under the authority of an Act 
of Congress of September 7, 1SSS. The 
bids will be opened about August 1,1889. 
These vessels are to be of 2,000 tons dis­ 
placement, and are to exhibit a m axim um 
speed of at least eighteen knots an hour, 
for four consecutive hours. They are to be 
finished w ithin two years from {he date of 
the contract, and payments will be made 
in twenty equal installm ents as the work 
progresses. The cost of the vessels, exclud­ 
ing prem ium that m ay be paid for an in­ 
creased speed and cost of arm am ent, but 
including the equipm ent, is lim ited to an 
am ount not exceeding $500,000 each. The 
proposals are divided into four classes. 
The first being for a vessel in accordance 
w ith the plans of the Secretary of the Navy; 
second, for plans of the contractor; third, 
for the Secretary’s hull and contractor’s 
m achinery; 
fourth, for the contractor's 
hull and the Secretary's machinery. This 
last class is an innovation in naval con­ 
struction. 


B U S T E D B A N K . 


A r r e s t o f t h e C a s h ie r C h a r g e d W ith E m ­ 
b e z z le m e n t. 


S c r a n t o n (Pa.), May 25th.—The Scran­ 
ton City Bank closed its doors this after­ 
noon. At a meeting of the Directors to­ 
day it was found that the financial affairs 
of the bank were in a very bad shape, a 
great deal of money having been lost in a 
investm ent in unprofitable coal lands and 
loans made on insufficient security. Sev­ 
eral of the Directors were of the impression 
that Yice-President Jessup, who is also act­ 
ing as cashier, is more guilty than really 
appeared, and one of them swore out a 
w arrant for his arrest, charging him with 
embezzling $10,000. Jessup gave bail in 
$25,000, Dr.Throp, the President of the bank, 
becoming his surety. The Directors say 
the Cashier’s books are in such a shape 
they cannot tell how m uch money is unac­ 
counted for. but think it is between $75.000 
and $100,000. An assignee has been ap­ 
pointed. Jessup’s friends indignantly deny 
that he has acted dishonestly or made pri­ 
vate use of the bank's funds.

B e r l in , May 25th.—Sir Edward Malet, 
Mr. Kas3on and H err Holstein, as the Com­ 
mittee on Revision, completed to day a 
draft 
of 
the 
protocol 
concerning "the 
Samoan question. It contains clauses re­ 
lating to the m unicipal governm ent of 
Apia, coaling points held by the powers, 
the Land Commission, and the autonom y 
of the Samoan Government, the text of 
which has already been cabled to W ash­ 
ington and approved by Blaine. 
The rem aining clauses, containing the 
tariff of Samoa, tbe Constitution of tbe na­ 
tive Government, and the lim itation of 
German clain.s for indem nity from the na­ 
tives, has been framed in consonance with 
instructions from Blaine, who is in daily 
cable comm unication with the Commis­ 
sion. 
Nothing, therefore, ought, in the 
opinion of the delegates, to prevent the 
winding-up of the conference on Tuesday, 
when business is expected to be limited to 
the exchange of signatures to agreements. 
The success of the Commission and the 
rapidity w ith which 
business was got 
through was partly due to the conciliating 
attitude of Herbert Bism arck, the im partial 
policy displayed by Sir Edward Malet and 
largely to the American Commission hav­ 
ing definite instructions covering every 
point. 
The constant hard work of the sub-com­ 
mittees marvelously expedited 
matters, 
the conference having little to do further 
than to hear reports. Throughout no em ­ 
barrassing developments have retarded the 
progress of the deliberations. 
W hen the conference began it was an­ 
nounced that the Foreign Office was confi­ 
dent that, the sessions would term inate in 
the first week in June. 
Following the example of its chiefs, 
the German official 
world 
treats 
the 
American 
Commissioners 
with 
high 
favor. 
If they respond to their invitations 
they would find their hardest work in the 
aeception. 
Count Herbert Bismarck gave conspicu­ 
ous emphasis to his friendly footing with 
each of the Commissioners by his greeting 
at the Tentpelhofer parade, when he left 
the parade to converse with each Commis­ 
sioner, riding between the carriages of 
Kassen and Bates and Phelps, and ex­ 
changing cordial words with them . 


H U M B E R T ’S H O B N O B B IN G . 


F a r t o f B is P r o g r a m m e A b a n d o n e d f o r 
P r u d e n t i a l R e a s o n s , 


B e r l in , May 25th. — King H um bert’s 
projected visit to Strasburg was abandoned 
after the Italian Embassy received tele­ 
grams from Paris reporting a disturbance 
in the public mind. The arrangements at 
$trasburg included a review ot the garri­ 
son and a night attack upon the citadel. 
After Signor Crispi had referred the m atter 
to Bismarck it was announced that King 
H um bert would not visit Strasburg, but 
would keep on the Baden side of the Rhine 
on his homeward journey. 
The revision of the treaty agreed upon 
during the K ing's visit has not yet received 
the adhesion of Austria. 
Associated with 
the treaty is the Military Convention, fix­ 
ing a definite plan for the mobilization of 
the Italian arm y in tbe event of war. 
Signor Crispi wanted an entente on the 
question of the Papacy. 
Prince Bismarck 
obtained from Signor Crispi a pledge for a 
moderate internal policy toward the Yati- 
cau, and has asked the Austrian Prime 
M inister to join in united pressure with 
the Pope to m ake peace with the Quirinal. 
It is understood that Em peror Francis Jo ­ 
seph reluctantly allowed Count Kalnoky 
to intervene in the matter, and that the 
Pope, on receiving private assurances of 
the 
Austrian 
Em peror’s 
sym pathy, 
prom ptly rejected the overtures. 
The revision of the treaty will probably 
rem ain unsigned until Em peror Francis 
Joseph and Count K alnoky pay their ex­ 
pected visit here. 
The Italian Generals, Rolands and Sironi, 
rem ain in Berlin to settle the details of the 
M ilitary Convention with tbe W ar Office. 
Adverse rum ors go the length of assert­ 
ing that the difference with 
A ustria is 
leading 
to a rupture of the alliance, 
Em peror Francis Joseph inclining to regu­ 
late the Balkan question in conjunction 
w ith 
Russia. Official circles absolutely 
deny that a rupture is w ithin the range of 
probability. 
King H um bert, in a letter of thanks to 
the people of Berlin for the splendid recep­ 
tion accorded him , sends a gift of 20,000 
m arks for charitable objects. 
At 9 o’clock this evening the Emperor 
and King H um bert witnessed a grand m ili­ 
tary tattoo by 1! ,000 performers in front of 
tbe castle. 
Th • Lustgarien was illum in­ 
ated with bengal lights. 
The display was 
witnessed by enthusiastic crowds of peo­ 
ple, who gave the King an ovation. The 
departure of King H um bert has been post­ 
poned until to-morrow. 
The members of the Reichstag gave a 
banquet at Keiserhof this evening in honor 
of Prem ier Crispi. 
In the toasts loyal 
references were made to the alliancee be­ 
tween Italy and Germany. Prem ier Crispi 
declared that Italy, though prepared for 
war, only desired peace.
